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this policy waa overwhelmingly re- 
jected. 

When the convention assembled the 
vest mejolty ol the people ol Kentucky 
felt kindly — more than that, felt 
warmly— -to Capt. Stone. His gal. 
lantry as a soldier, the pathetic evi- 
dences of which he bore on his crips 
pled person; his kindness as a man 
and neighbor, his pleasant and cor- 
dial manners, his genial address, 
made him a respected and popular 
citisen. All parties liked him, and 
his nomination would have healed 
many breaches and been followed by 
a kindly, courteous and friendly cam- 
paign, and his election wonld have 
been certain. His defeat is perhaps 
universally accepted aa jnet— that he 
deserved what he received. He pot 
himself in the hands of incompetent 
and not overly scrupulous tricksters 
and got tricked, and became the effi- 
cient tool of stronger, smarter and 
more unscrupulous men. His nomi- 
nation was assured it he only dealt 
fairly with his Iriends, his supporters 
and bis opponents. He deserted his 
true friends, he sacrificed them to the 
demand ol his real foe and turned the 
convention over to Mr. Goebel. He 
elected Judge Redwine; he selected 
the Committee of Credentials; he ap- 
proved and adopted the report ot that 
committee, and he was the first vic- 
tim. 

He retires from public life under 
the aaddest circumstances; and he 
will be led at the chariot wheel ot the 
victois. Betrayed, cheated and 
slaughtered, will be have the man- 
hood to denounce the treachery which 
betrayed him. 

Gen. Hardin also passes ont ol pub- 
lic life. He was honestly opposed to 
the Goebel election bill, to the school 
book-jobbery bill and to the McChord 
bill, and it he had not been believed 
to be against these measures he would 
not have had a ghost of a chance; but 
he did not have the political courage 
to openly say this. He permitted, if 
he did not influence, his friends on 
the Committee of Resolntions to ap- 
prove a platform which contains en- 
dorsement of the measures he disap 
proved.

DESERTED CITY IN ONTARIO 



Bridgewater Without An In- 
habitant to Admire Da 
Splendor. 

In the county ot North Hastings, 
, Ont., is a deserted town called Bridge- 
water, which ia built entirely ol mar- 
ble.

I convinced me that it would be better 
to wait and see if their compact could 
not be broken. I labored incessantly 
to that end .and on Thursday night at 
midnight had the pleasure of seeing 
Cspt. Stone get into a carriage and 
drive to the Galt house to notify Mr.

Lieut F. Winslow. U S. N , retir- 
ed, a cousin of the famous commander 
of the Kearsarge, tells a new story 
about Admiral George Dewey. 

"In May, 1875, Admiral Dewey was 
commander of the old Narragansett,” 
said Lieut. Winslow, “and he was de« 
tailed to surveying the Gulf of Cali- 
lornia and the shores of the coast ol 
the peninsula. It was not long after 
the Virginias affair at Santiago, and 
the feeling toward Mexicans and Cu- 
bans was none too cordial. The Nar- 
ragansett reached La Psz, near the 
southern end of the peninsula, and we 
nosoorner got ashore than we heard 
that an American mining engineer 
and some Englishmen who owned the 
mine were prisoners in their mining 
shanties, forty miles back of La Psz, 
in the mountains. The American 
had resented an insult, a quarrel fol 
lowed, and the American killed two 
Mexicans. The friends of the latter 
swore they'd kill the Yankees and the 
Englishmen, too, and the latter were 
soon obliged to barricade themselves. 
This seige had been on for several 
days when we dropped anchor. 

"As soon as Commander Dewey 
heard of it he was very much inter- 
ested. The next day he sent |a mes- 
senger to the Mexican Colonel in La 
Paz, who had a garrison of 600 sol- 
diers there, asking him what he was 
going to do to give the American a 
trial before he was shot. 

" 'Oh, he got into the t rouble — 
let him get out,' said the Mexican. 

"Commander Dewey didn’t like 
this reply, and the more he thought 
about it the angrier he got. The 
next forenoon he sent a note to tte 
Mexican Colonel telling him that an 
American citizen's life was in danger, 
and that the man was' entitled to a 
fair trial. He told the Colonel that 
he would allow him just twenty four 
hours to rescue the Amtrican and 
protect the Englishmen. If at the 
end of that time relief was not on its 
way to the little mining paity he 
would bombard La Paz and burn it. 

"When we beard what Dewey had 
done we were all frightened. 

" ‘Does he mean it?' we asked one 
another. 

"As for myseli, I was soon satis 
Bed that he meant every word of it 
1 was in command of the guns. We 
had only two old howitzers on the 
Narragansett, the larger guns having 
been left temporarily at the Mare Is 
land Navy Yard. 

-M'Get the howitzers ready for to- 
morrow morning and Inspect all the 
small arms and ammunition,’ said 
Dewey to me. Then he called the 
men 10 quarters and estimated that ol 
the crew of about 1 ao we could land 
90 able, armed men as a storming 
force. We drilled the men all that 
afternoon and far into the night 
That night, on Commander Dewey's 
order, we (teamed to a point com 
manding the principal streets of La 
Psz and trained the howitzers on the 
town. By next morning we were all 
ready to begin a second war against 
Mexico. 

"At daybreak a Mexican corporal 
came on board with a message from 
his Colnel saying that the Narragan- 
sett's commander's request would be 
complied with. Early that morning 
we watched 300 armed Mexican sol 
diers start for the camp, and we kepi 
the old howitzers trained on La Paz 
till the soldiers returned with the 
American engineer. When Dewey 
reported to Washington on the matter 
he minimized the importance of it, 
and it was passed over as a mere in- 
cident Lieuts. Harris and Wright 
were on the Narragansett then, and 
Harris, at least, was with the fleet at 
Manila. It is somewhat singular that 
at that time, when we were expecting 
a declaration of war against Spain on

An article in a recent issue of the 
Post recounting and interview with 
the late George D. Prentice at Louis 
ville, Ky., during the Civil war, re- 
call! to memory a aeiies of historical 
events In which Prentice was an im- 
portant factor at the beginning of that 
memorable conflict. The writer was 
one of the enrolling clerks tor the 
Kentncky House of Representatives 
at the time when that State passed the 
"armed neutrality" act. My brother- 
in law, Gen. John Rodman, of Frank 
fort, and ex Secretary ol the Treasury 
John G. Carlisle, representing Kenton 
county in the legislature, being the 
acknowledged leaders of the Uoiou 
forces in that body, and it is a well- 
known fact by all who took cognizance 
of the shifting scenes of that eventful 
period, that but for the powerful in 
fluence held by Prentice and his paper, 
the Louisville Journal, the Legislature 
would have aa surely passed the ordi- 
nance of secession as that the sun 
shines, which act would undoubtedly 
have caused the map of our country to 
line up differently. 

The Governor, Beriah Magoffin, was 
asrtong Southern aympathizer, as was 
also Vice Piesident John C. Breckin- 
ridge, Simon Bolivar Bnckner, Blan 
ton Duncan and other leaders of that 
day and generation, George D. Pren 
lice had only two tons, Courtland and 
Claiance, both of whom enlisted in 
theConlederatearmy. Conrtland was 
with Morgan and killed st Augusta, 
Ky. Clarence was a member ol the 
staff ol Gen. Breckinridge, afterward 
Colonel of one of Morgan's regiments, 
while the courtly Col. Benham, broth 
er of Mrs. George D. Prentice, was 
chief of staff to the lamented Cle- 
burne. 

One other point of history that I 
was simply astonished to learn when 
in conversation with one of the lead- 
ing politicians ol Texas, a short time 
ago, was that so few were aware that 
all of Mrs. Lincoln's brothers were ol 
ficers in the Conlederate service. Mrs 
Robert S. Todd, Mrs. Lincoln's moth 
er, and her four daughters were in 
the South all during the war. I was 
a frequent visitor before the war at 
Mrs. Robert S. Todd's residence, five
